Actions of Scandal are fome- 
times founded on thts Charge; but though thefe in- 
volve the offending Party in a very great fare of Guilt ; 
yet they too are of a private Nature, and not Pleas of 
the Crown. “On the otlier hand, where the Govern- 
ment is concern d, as in the inventing and f{preading of 
falfe News, ‘and dangerous Reports, to the difquicting 
of Mens Minds, and fomenting Jealoufies between 
Prince and Peop'e ; or in-afperfing the Adminiftration, 
and great Officers of the Crown ; this isa high Offence, 
aid was heretofore reftrain’d by fanguinary Penalties. 
Under this Head, it is all along the Senfe of the Law, 
that to make’a Libel, it muft regard the Publick Weal 
and Safety, and the Reputation of thofe, who have the 
more inimediate Care of it; He who takes a Libel in 


any other Senfe, may call Jaditiments Libels, as they 


do in Scotland : Such Doftrine would tickle thofe: Pa, 
triots, whoare for making their Superiors Criminal, 
and themfelves the Judges.’
